The Attacking Party.

The Filipino cemeteries are filled 
with fresh graves. The majority of 
the Filipino wounded die. The hospi- 
tals are inadequate, 
the medicines 


scarce and there are few surgeons. 


The Abandoned Town* 


Most of the fighting has been in the 


territory which the Americans have 
swept, but were compelled to abandon 
because of not having spare troops to 
bold it. The forces of Generals Mac- 
Arthur and Lawton, hold two important 
lines of communication and commerce, 
the railroad to San Fernando and the 
Rio Grande river. But most of the 
country swept, including scores of the 
smaller towns and some of the larger 
ones, are left uncovered. They simply 
want men to hold them and the insurg- 
ents return to 'occupy the towns the 
Americans abandon and are camping in 
the jungles and woods outside. Others 
are on the watch for chances to har- 
rass the garrisons, attack scouting par- 
ties or detached companies with 
a 


greater force. This is the kind of war- 
fare they prefer to regular battles. 


JTlore Troop* Needed* 


The events of the past week have em- 


phasized the need of a much larger 
army here, without which It will be at- 
tempting the impossible to expect to 
establish American supremacy in the 
Philippines. 
The inadequacy of the 


American forces is said to be respon- 
sible for a large part of the total loss in 
the number of small encounters, with- 
out material results in compensation.

It 
has been decided the islands shall be 
kept autonomous, all the affairs under 
the direct control of a governor gen- 
eral. 


The government of the islands, fi- 


nances and officers will be wholly under 
the control of the military until con- 
gress has otherwise provided.

possible for men to remain in the field. 
To do so would Be to Invite death, as the 
men would fall ready victims to fevers 
and other diseases for which tropical 
climates at this season of the year are 
noted. It will be necessary to keep our 
men under cover as much as possible, 
and to take every precaution to pre- 
vent them from catching cold and sleep- 
ing on the damp ground. If the men are 
In the field no such precautions can be 
taken. 


It is believed here that the Filipino 


leaders are quite shrewd enough to un- 
derstand this, and are determined to 
keep up the campaign until the rainy 
season, hoping that our troops, decimat- 
ed by disease, will be Incapable of per- 
forming military service.

A policeman and two firemen 
were painfully burned, also two boys. 


Traces of kerosene was discovered on

All was as dry as 
tinder, and it was impossible to save 
them. In 'an hour after the first puff 
•of smoke the immense square was in 
ruins. All the reserve firemen were 
summoned. 


Two Hundred Buildings. 


Two hundred buildings were destroy- 


ed by the fire. There was no loss of 
life.

STUDYING A NEW RELIGION. 


Party of Pilgrims, Headed by Dr. 


KhelraHn, Went to Persia. 


Singular and secret was the mission 


which took the Rev. Dr. Ibrahim G. 
Kheiralla and a select few to Persia. 
The party consisted of the doctor, his 
daughters Nabiha and Labiha, and some 
wealthy delegates who took part in the 
pilgrimage. They returned recently and 
the Kheirallas are 
temporarily 
the 


guests of Howard McNutt of New York. 


In the interior of Persia the pilgrims 


visited the chiefs of a strange order or 
brotherhood who teach a religion whose 
followers are said to number 50,000,- 
000, in all parts .of the earth. Dr. Khei- 
ralla, though born in Persia,- was edu- 
cated in European universities. He was' 
a priest in the Church of England. In 
Cairo, Egypt, he m«t Abed-el-Karin 
Effende Taharani, who guided him 'co 
the headquarters of the order in Persia. 
The chief tenet of the brotherhood is 
that God is one person, an individual. 


Dr. Kheiralla came to the United 


States two years ago and taught a 
select few, who in turn 
imparted 


their lore to others until there are 
now many members of the brother- 
hood in New York. Last fall several 
converts accompanied Dr. Kheiralla to 
Persia. These persons received special 
communications before their return to 
New York and the result of their jour- 
ney has been made known at the gath- 
erings of the order at Mr. McNutt's 
reaidence and the hall of the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical society. 


So far as can be learned nothing con- 


cerning the teachings of the order is 
printed, except a-small book entitled. 
"Bal£ed-Din," -"The Door of True fie- 
ligjqn," "Revelation From the East." 
Dr. Kheiralla,- author of the book, 
writes: "We fully believe in our great 
master, Jesus, the Christ, and in all his 
teachings; that he is the highest among 
all the creatures in the great universo 
and that he is the first begotten son of 
God, his agent and his mystery; the 
creator is his God and he is his dearest 
son. But we know that our salvation is 
not'through his death, hut through the 
great mercy of the Father." 


A peculiar feature of this religion ia 


that no-churches are required. Candi- 
dates for membership are tanght In 
groups. After the teaching the mem- 
bers separate. The name of the sect is 
known only to those who bavo taken 
the fnll course.—New York World.

Worry is the dominance of the mind 


by a single, vagne, restless, unsatisfied, 
fearing and fearful idea.

Elcciroid, 
n. Subtle 
Matter That 


Makes Plants Grow VUlbly. 


Francis Rycbnowski, a mechanical 


engineer of Lemburg, Austria, has dis- 
covered a strange and very sntitle mat- 
ter which he has called "electroid" be- 
cause of certain affinity with electricity. 
Electroid, produced by a special appa- 
ratus hnilt by the inventor, is obtained, 
by the dissolution of certain matters 
tinder the influence o£ the electric cur- 
rent. It makes noise, and at the same 
time a refreshing scent and cool breeze" 
are experienced. This discovery induced 
Mr. Rychnowski to make a machine ca- 
pable of refreshing the air to such a de- 
gree that those present during the ex- 
periment had the feeling that the win- 
dow was open, although this was not 
the case. Electroid iaa very subtle mat- 
ter, but it seeius to be a fluid, and it 
can be gathered antl preserved, while, 
falling on a plate, it reflects in a shapa 
ef shining sheaves. The commission ap- 
pointed by the Austrian government 
to investigate this discovery reported 
that rjndev the influence of electroid 
plants grow rapicily, and the buds of 
Bowers unclose while one is looking at 
them. -Electroid annihilates microbes, 
and thus preserves organic matter. 
These nre physiological influences of . 
electroid. 


Among mechanical phenomena tha ' 


commission reported that the influence j 
cf electroid is not stopped even by a ' 
trick wall and glass—that it attracts 
eolid bodies and makes them shine like 
moonlight—it makes them move and 
attract other bodies; finally, that it acts 
on photographic plates and produces 
sharp and distinct lines, such ns were 
formerly possible only with a very pow- 
erful lenS.—Boston Globe.

Fitzsinimons Points Out Three 


Great Knockout Blows 


BEST OF ALL IS POINT OF THE JAW. 


(The Mnn Who Tins Knocked Out Over 


Thre« Hundrcil Men Toll* lion1 He 


I Did It—Kxiilaiiin Jnnt HOTT Jedrlcn 
| Will IIav« to Hit Him to Become 


i Cliniupion. 


I Robert Fitzsinimons and James Jef- 
fries have finally been matched to fight 
for tba heayweight champonship of the 
world. All preliminnry arrangements 
have been cu.uiji'.etecl, the battle ground 
has been chosen and the fighters are in 
active training for the event. 


Both men are csceediugly interesting 


—Fitzsiminons because of his matchless 
record aa a fighting machine, Jeffries 
because of the great promise he gives. 
The former, however, ia beyond a doubt 
ithe beat living authority on knockout 
blows, having administered more than 
any one single man in the history of 
the world's prize ring. He is the in- 
ventor of more different kinds of tem- 
porary paralysis than any man ia the 
business. It was Fitzsimmons who lo- 
cated the solar plexus, upon which he 
pmote Mr. Corbett at Carson over two 
years ago. 


It ia natural therefore that Fitzsim- 


mons, while he ia familiar with other 
fighters' vulnerable points, should be 
akilled in the art of taking care of his 
owa. I called en him at his Bath Beach 
training quarters recently with refer- 
ence to these matters, and the big fel- 
low, with his fine technical understand- 
ing of the art, talked of the things as 
teey are and aa they might be. 


"It is my opinion that Jeffries ia one 


of the quickest heavyweights in the 
world," said Fitz, drawing on his 
sweater after the rub down, "and I am 
not permitting myself to believe that 
he lacks power. A man of his build and 
ounces can't help but put steam in his 
blows when he lets go. But the thing 
to be considered is—can he land on the 
right spot?" 


"What do yon term the right spot, 


Fitz?" I inquired. 


• "Well, best of all, the point of the 
jaw—«hat is to say, the point on the

left side, on nn angle with the right 
eye. 
This blow is most effective when 


'deliveredfrom a hook blow. It jolts the 
(head backward, paralyzes the nerve 
'centers of the head, and by reason of its 
shock produces insensibility.

^there I hit Peter Maher on two separate 
occasions, and each time with a short 
arm jab. 
It was not so much the force 


of tho blows as it was the accuracy 
jwith which they were placed. If Jeariea 
gets me on the point, I will probably 
•think I fought once too often. No man 
lives who can stand a proper punch 
there. A fair smash, and it's all'over. 
jit is about the safest spot to bit a man 
ko put him out without leaving any 
disastrous consequences. Recovery ia 
jrapid, notwithstanding the loss of con- 
science. 


"There is another good place to hit a 


man and that is on the eye tooth on ei- 
ther side of the month. Get him good 
'and hard with a straight arm blow and 
the shock to the optic nerve will cause 
temporary blindness. The suddenness 
with which blindness occurs under 
these circumstances causes insensibility. 
It is very painful for some time after- 
iward. As a matter of fact it is general- 
ly temporary and unexpected blindness 
that puts a man out. It blackens every- 
thing around him, robs him of hia vi- 
eion, shuts out the scene that was be- 
fore him when he was fully awake, and 
^he mind and brain, together with the 
nerves, collapse, and what is known as 
a 'knock out' results. The strain on 
the optic nerve is more harmful to a 
fighter than the actual blow on the jaw 
or on the eye tooth. 


"A blow below either of the ears is 


invariably a knockout. Generally speak- 
ing, the man who gets hit there suffers 
a double dcse. It shocks his jugnlar

vein and shakes his jaw np also. Jnet 
let me press my finger in at that point 
and you will feel a choking sensation. 
Bight there. Do yon feel it?"

Tooth of a Xlantodon. 


While at work in a new stone quarry 


recently near Joliet, His., John Jones 
found a large tooth of some extinct ani- 
mal,

nounced it a mastodon's tooth beyond 
doubt.

THE INJUNCTION. 


The live newspapers of the state are 


giving some attention to the injunction 
issued resti-aiiung the strikers at the 
Kockport quarries. The issuing of that 
Injunction brought the injunction plan 
so near home. The Brockton Times is 
not in favor of the injunction idea. It 
Stiys in part: 


'•Do not ihc statutes provide for the 


offence of trespass and other illegal acts 
on the part of strikers, and ara not the 
police sufficiently empowered without 
any such extraordinary weapon of re- 
pression? Under the law the issuing of 
injunctions is undoubtedly proper; but 
is there not a certain lameness or in- 
adequacy about tho law itself when 
there is a necessity to appeal to a. judge 
for tills additional source of protec- 
tion? "We have the highest regard for 
the judiciary of the state and the fullest 
appreciation of the character and ca- 
pabilities of the men upon the bench; 
but we question "whether this injunc- 
tion business adds to the popularity of 
the judiciary- It does seem as though 
we have outlived or ought to have out- 
lived by this time a method of proced- 
ure that is decidedly mossgrown and 
ought to be unnecessary. If the sta- 
tutes are not adequate to fully meet 
the case, then they shoud be made so 
and the necessity for injunction pro- 
ceedings removed." 


The injunction is a very useful res- 


training power. It wil probably have a 
place no matter how adequate the law 
gets to .be. Emergencies require emer- 
gency measures. The injunction plac- 
es the case under the immediate pro- 
tection of the court and immensely 
simplifies and expedites matters. We 
do not need to fear the use of the in- 
junction power. It is the abuse of it 
that we need to be on guard for. It is 
not likely that the 
Massachusetts 


courts will ever get us very anxious 
about this. Nothing is 
permanently 


gained in strikes by the destruction of 
private property or by the intimidation 
of men. The settlement of labor dis- 
putes without illegal acts on the part of 
•n-orkmen is desired by labor leaders, 
capitalists and the people as weel. If 
there be a disposition on the part of 
any body of strikers to destroy property 
or trample on personal rights it should 
tie promptly restrained and whether the 
restraining is done by injunction or by 
enforcement of the statute law mat- 
ters very little. To quickly and effect- 
ively gain the end by just means is the 
purpose of the authorities, and it does 
not Dignify whether the injunction is in 
favor for the accomplishing of this. 


Let us always distinguish between the 


use and the abuse of the injunction.

•Edwin E.-Pitts of Grayson county, 


Tex., a eoldier in the First Colorado 
volunteer infantry, in a long letter to a 
friend, published in tbe St. Louis Re- 
public, snys: 


"We had a pretty hot time of it 


March 35. "We made a charge on the 
insurgents and had 14 men killed and 
33 wounded. I received a Remington 
ball in my left side. It entered about 
four inches under my armpit, passing 
downward through the long and lodg- 
ing in the left side. The surgeon told 
me to say that when it could be done 
they would send me to Frisco to have 
the ball cut out- We have 873 wounded 
men in the hospitals, and God knows 
how many more we will have before we 
get through fighting these niggers. 


"People can say what they want to 


about early peace, but we are going to 
be fighting these natives for ten years to 
come. They say they will never give in, 
and, to tell the whole truth about it, 
they have never shown tba least signs 
of giving in. In the attack on Santa 
Grnz by forces under General Lawton 
942 natives were killed, and 337 wound- 
ed ones were captured, but unless we 
get mere troops here we can never make 
the niggers lay down their arraa. The 
war with Spain is not iu it with this 
one." 


John G. Williams of Ctica, N. Y., a 


private in Company L, Eighteenth 
United States infantry, writes from J aro 
to a friend in Utica, aaya. the Utica 
Herald. Hosaye: 


- "I will try and give yon a descrip- 
tion of how we captured and entered 
the city of Iloilo, also the town of Jaro, 
which wo are now holding until we get 
re-enforcements. The Tennessee boys 
captured Molo the same day and secured 
about 300 prisoners. Monday was qniet. 
On tho next day, the 14th, we drove 
the enemy atill farther back. It w.is 
pretty Lard fighting. One was killed 
and three \Coundfd. These are the first 
men that have been hit since we came 
in. On March 16 we went after them 
again. We charged on them and took 
their intrerichmcnts, slaughtering them 
right and left. The Tennessee lade juat 
stuck their bayoneta into them to see 
them squirm and kick. We lost one 
killed and ID injured. The next day we 
could gee Filipinos carrying their dead 
and wounded away by the carload." 


Charley Reynolds relates the follow- 


ing instance of good Kansas nerve, aaya 
the Kansas City Journal: "Tbe firing 
pin in my rifle broke, and I started to 
the rear to get another gun. About 50 
feet behind our line I came across one 
of Company F's men lying on the edge 
ot tbe road,' shot ihfough the shoulder. 
Wo exchanged gnns, and I started 
back. The last I beard of that man was 
bis cheering. That appeared nervy to 
me, lying in the road helpless, giving 
hia rifle to a comrade and then yelling

ternoon elerted Professor Arthur Twin- 
ing Hadley, M. A., president of Tale uni- 
ir-ersity to succeed Timothy Dwight, re- 
signed. There was almost a full mem- 
bership of th'e corporation present, and 
It is understood the vote was-practically 
unanimous. 


At the morning session, before the bal- 


loting for president had toegun, the resig- 
nations of Secretary B. Dexter, M. A., 
Mid Treasurer William W. Farnam, M. 
A.., were announced. Both gentlemen 
had determined long' ago that when 
President Dwight resigned they should 
ilio sever their connections with the 
STale university corporation, and this ac- 
tion wag taken without regard to the 
probable successor to President Dwlght. 


Professor Dexter has been for 30 years 


itcretary of th« corporation. He will 
itill continue his connection with Tale 
ia assistant librarian of the university. 
Treasurer Farnam 
has for 11 years 


lerved the university as treasurer. The 
resignations of bsth gentlemen are sin- 
ierely regretted by the corporation and 
by the alumni In general. Professor 
Dexter's resignation takes effect at com- 
menownent and Treasurer Farnam's a,t 
the clos« of the fiscal year, Dec. 1. 


The resignation of Louis S. Deforest, 


M. D., clinical professor of medicine, was 
accepted, to take effect at commence- 
ment. Professor Charles E. Beecher was 
ippointed Curator of the geological col- 
lections, In succession to the late Pro- 
tessor OthnJel C. Marsh. Dr. George L. 
Amerman, Tale, 1SSO, was appointed 
registrar of the scientific school, and 
George F. Eaton waa appointed instruc- 
tor In comparative osteology in the same 
school. M. Matsumoto, assistant In the 
psychological lataratory, was reappolnt- 
ed, and K. F. Geis«r, now a student in 
the graduate school, was appointed an 
assistant in history in the college, 


A series of demonstrations by* Talq 


itudents, whose magnitude has not been' 
surpassed even during celebrations of 
notable athletic victories, marked the 
announcement on the campus that the 
jorporation had chosen Paofessor A, T. 
Hadley as president of Tale university. 
The students organized a spontaneous 
notification celebration, which, without 
my concerted action, simply grew, and 
when the serenading party 
reached 


Professor Hadley's residence 2000 atu- 
Jents were in line. This attestation of 
•eapect and appreciation of Tale's next 
president by the student body had its 
Effect upon Professor Hadley, who evi- 
lenced the emotions that plainly ani- 
mated him. 
It was five minutes after 


the students reached the residence of 
the newly elected executive before the 
enthusiasm had spent itself so that he 
:ould make a brief speech.

IThe procession then went back to the 
campus, where a huge bonfire had been

Professor Arthur Twining Hadley Is 


one of New Haven's most distinguished 
ions. He was born In New Haven, April 
23, 1856, and was the only son of Pro- 
cessor James B, Hadley of Yale college, 
the famous Greek professor, and Annie 
Twining Hadley. Apart 
from a few 


years spent abroad he has always resided 
in New Haven. 


His preparatory education was ac- 


ijuired in the public schools, and in 1872 
he entered Tale college. His course In 
the university was a notable one, and in 
76 he received his degrees with high- 
honors. The next three years were_de- 
voted to the study of history and po- 
litical science, and during that time two 
years were passed at the University of 
Berlin pursuing these subjects, of which 


I he is now a recognized authority. In 
[ 1879 ho acaspted a tutorship in Tale and' 


held that position for four years, when 
he became a university lecturer on rail- 
road administration, for which he was 
particularly fltted,, and in 1886 he was 
made professor of political science in the 
graduate department. 


It was, however, in the period from 


1891 until 1S93, when. Professor Sumner 
was compelled by failing health to take 
in extended vacation, that Professor 
Hadley's work was markedly'notable, as 
he was appointed to take the place of 
Professor Sumner in the academic de- 
purtriient during the latter's absence. 


Professor Hadley is very popular'with 


the students in the eTas.sroom, and his 
Bourse_of lectures is among the most 
popular In the university. Of late years 
he has taken much interest in developing 
lebaterg in Tale university for oratorl- 
lal contests with,Harvard and Prince- 
ton, and has coached the debaters a good 
deal. 


Professor Hadley's ability in his special 


line has long been recognized through- 
nut this country and Europe, and he has 
lectured at 
Harvard university, the 


Massachusetts Institute of technology, 
and in other parts of the United States, 
as well as before the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science, whose 
guest he was In 1890. 


Professor Hadley's published writings 


Ire numerous and Include a great num- 
ber of magazine articles contributed to 
flifferent publications. 
HI« principal 


work ii the volume entitled, "Railway 
Transportation, Its History ar.d Its 
Laws," which has been translated Into 
French. The only public office he ever 
held WAS that of commissioner of labor 
pf Connecticut, from 'SB to '87. 


Professor Hadley received the degree 


of M. A. from Tale in 1886. Though of a 
high-strung, nervous temperament. Pro- 
lessor Hadley has a pfeui.tuiuii forath- 
etlcs, and before he became a golfer ha 
•xcelled at tennis. 


He was married in New Haven on June 


10, 1891, to Miss Helen Harrison Morris, 
laughter of Luzon B. Morris, formerly 
tovernor of Connecticut.

ANTI-TRUST BANQUET 


leaders of the Democratic Partj At- 


tack Monoplies In General. 


Bryan rresents His Views to 


St. Louis People. 


hys Thai the Federal Constitution Acts as a 


Shield For Trusts. 


| Ht. Louis. May 28.—The mammoth 
! Democratic anti-trust banquet occurred 
, icre last night. No speeches were made 


I luring the banquet. By the time the 
:ables were cleared the 5000 seats of the 
imiJh'.theater were filled with spectators, 
representing th« society of St. Loure, and 
:he speaking began. 


The -first speaker of the evening was 


Harry B. Hawes, president of the Jef- 
terson club, who delivered the address 
51 welcome. Mr. Hawes said that the 
aattle line must be drawn sharp and 
:lear with Democracy on one hand and 
ihe trusts and ihe monopolies on the 
other. 


Champ Clark, Colonel M. C. Wetmore 


and David DeArmond spoke upon the 
theme oil the evening. Mr. Bryan, when 
Introduced, was given an ovation. He 
ipoke in part as follows: 


"The principle of monopoly la Incom- 


patible with OUT institutions. • "Where 
there is competition between producers 
lh(> purchaser is sure to obtain what he 
wants at a reasonable'price. 
"When 


competition is eliminated, the price Is 
controlled, not by reason, but by the 
greed of the one who possesses the mo- 
nopoly. 


"It has been said that power to tax 


Is a power to destroy. 
A monopoly 


possesses the power to tax; it can levy 
such assessments as it will upon th« 
purchaser, and we can no more afford 
to permit such a power to be exercised 
by private individuals than we could af- 
ford to authorize a private individual 
to use the machinery of taxation In 
order to enrich himself at the expense 
of his fellows. 


"The government would be guilty If 


It permitted an individual to secure a 
monopoly even withcfcrt legislative as- 
sistance, but It |s still more culpable If 
by legislative act It furnishes the means 
by which a monopoly is secured. The 
corporation is the means now employed 
by those who seek to secure a monopoly. 
Since the corporation is a fictitious per- 
Bon, created by law, the power that 
creates can regulate, restrain or an- 
nihilate. 
To say that the government 


Is impotent to prevent the organization 
of trusts is to say that It has called Into 
existence a fictitious person, and that 
the fictitious person created has become 
greater than, the creator. 


"One of the difficulties which has been 


encountered in opposing truSts Is that 
the trust hides behind the federal con- 
stitution when attacked by state legisla- 
tion, and. shields itself behind its state 
charter when attacked In the federal 
courts. 
No remedy will be complete 


that is not -co-extensive with the fed- 
eral government. 
If the extinguish- 


ment of the trusts Is left to state legisla- 
tion the public at large will be victim- 
ized as long as a single state will fur- 
nish a robber's roost where the spoils 
collected in other states can be divided. 


"Just now people are startled by the 


principal of monopoly as it manifests 
Itself in the industrial trust, and w«ll 
may they be startled. 
The principle, 


however, is the same as that which 
manifests itself in the effort of the na- 
tional banks to secure a monopoly of 
the issue of paper money. 


"The greenback is a rival of the bank- 


note, and Its presence is a constant men- 
ace to the banks of issue. 
Some who 


recognize the evils that flow from a 
soap trust seem indifferent to the dan- 
gers that attend the formation of a 
paper money trust. 


"The principle of monopoly not only 


lies at the foundation of the attempt 
to destroy the greenbacks, but it is the 
controlling principle that underlies the 
crusade against silver as a standard 
money. 
Between 1850 and 1860, when 


the production of gold was increasing 
and the production of silver was small, 
three • nations demnetized gold and 
gave silver a monopoly of mint priv- 
ileges. 
Early in the 70s the financiers 


became alarmed at the increase In the 
production of silver, and conspired to 
destroy silver as a standard money and 
give a monopoly to gold, the production 
of which at that time was stationary. 


"The standard money trust is not only 


the parent trust, but is in the hands of 
foreigners. 


"The Republican party is impotent to 


destroy the trusts. 
It is controlled by 


those who .are interested in trusts and 
its campaign funds and sinews of war 
are supplied by the trusts. 
The pol- 


icies for which it now stands disregard 
the interests of the producers of wealth 
and give to money a consideration which 
is denied to the individual. 


"Abraham Lincoln, in the very be- 


ginning 
of 
his presidential career, 


warned the country against ths threat- 
ened attempt to put capital above labor 
in the structure of the government. 
Modern Republicanism is fulfilling the 
prophesy made by Lincoln; it is putting 
the dollar above the man. 


"The Democratic party is opposed to 


the principle of monopoly wherever it 
manifests itself. 
It has declared war 


en the trusts. 
Not a little trust only, 


but a big trust, as well. 
Not against 


one kind of trust only, but against all 
trusts." 


Mr.' Bryan touched "briefly upon the 


silver question, declaring that it was an 
issue that must be met. He then re- 
turned to the attack on the trusts, which 
he accused of lack of good faith toward 
the people. "A rich man," he declared, 
"who 
pays his taxes Is as much of a 


patriot as any man who swlrns a river or 
who climbed up San Juan hill."

The basting from joints of beef, veal, 


pork or poultry is always kept sepa- 
rately from mutton fat and used for 
more delicate cooking, such as the fry- 
ing of doughnuts, for puddings and pas- 
try. This is clarified thrice and melted 
down till all moisture is taken from it 
before being used for any form of cook- 
ing. If frying fat has water in it, it 
should be put in a saucepan, the lid 
put on and the contents simmered till 
all the water is extracted.

MAYOR AND THE COOPERATIVE 


Subjects Discussed by the Central 


Labor Union Last Nignl. 


The Central Labor union meeting 


last evening was chiefly .occupied -with 
a discussion of the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to \\ ait on tlje mayor 
and commissioner of public works in 
regard to the nine-hour clause in the 
paving contracts. The result of the 
meeting of the committee with the city 
officials was published 
last 
night. 


Mayor Cady's position in the matter 
was pretty thoroughly gone over, and 
the administration was not so popular 
as might have been the case. AVhat 
were supposed to have been the may- 
or's promises were brought up in con- 
nection with his present position. One 
of the speakers was William Dobson, 
whose vote for mayor at ihe last flec- 
tion was closest to JIayor Cady's. 


There was no action taken last eve- 


ning farther than to pUKe the matter 
in the hands of the legislative commit- 
tee, who will probably defer any fur- 
ther action until work on the paving is 
begun, when it can be seen what the 
contractor intends to do about the 
length of the work-day. 


The Co-operative store was djscussed 


at some length, but no action WAS 
taken. It is probable that the posi- 
tion of the co-operative in its rela- 
tion to the laboring men 
will 
be 


brought up again. ' 


The committee appointed to see the 


building committee of the Congrega- 
tional church in regard to having only 
union labor on the repair? to the chapsl 
reported that the committee hail no 
position in the matter, but would get 
the work done by contract from* the 
lowest bidder without regaid to the 
men employed to do the work. 


The committee which saw City Soli- 


citor Ashe in regard to the same mat- 
ter in connection with a building it was 
reported he was intending to build, 
reported that Mr. Ashe said he was not 
intending tc build this year, but that if 
he did Contractor Pecor would do the 
work. 


An answer was read from the Pitts- 


field Central Labor "union in regard to 
having a county C. L. U. field day on 
Labor day, this to be made an annual 
affair. The Pittsfleld union is at pres- 
ent so occupied with its coming fair 
that it has no time to consider anything 
else just at present. The local union 
will be represented at the fair in Pitts- 
fleld. 


THF FLAG ON MEMORIAL DAY, 


Rules I or its Display at Full and Half 


Staff, 


This year there will be the usual 


controversy over where the flag should 
fly on Memorial day, whether at full 
or half-staff. In this connection it is 
Interesting to note the order which the 
war department has just issued along 
these lines: 


On May 30, at all army posts and 


stations, the national flag will be dis- 
played at half-staff from sunrise till 
midday, and immediately before noon 
the band, or Held music, will play a 
dirge, "Departed Days" or some appro- 
priate air, and the national salute of 
21 guns will be fired at 12 m. at all 
posts and stations provided with aitil- 
lery. At the conclusion of this memo- 
rial tribute at noon, the flag will be 
hoisted to the top of the staff and will 
remain there until sunset. Wh?n hoist- 
ed to the top of the staff the flag 
will be saluted by playing one or more 
of the national airs. In this way fitting 
testimonial of respect for the heroic 
dead and honor lo their patriotic de- 
votion will be appiopriately rendered. 


This would seem to end this much

Watching the Show Unload. How Soap- 


ine Did it to White Elephant. 


Tf morrow Is circus day, second only 


to the Fourth of July as a holiday ol 
gladness and rejoicing-. 
Today the 


Friepaugh and Sells Brothers' show :s 
in Troy and it will arrive here at some 
unearthly hour tomorrow morning-

show's own press agent, so it is fnlly 
guaranteed. 


The enormous tusker now called 


^Othello—one of the Shakespearean- 
named 
quadrille-dancing 
elephants 


with the big circus—was originally pur- 
chased for Adam Forepaugh by C. A. 
Davis, now in the city as special agent 
cf the Forepaugh-Sells federation, from 
the Prince of Wales Garden, Liverpool, 
England. 


At this time "Tiny"—which was then 


his name—was a very intelligent and 
playfv' juvenile of six years of age. It 
will bfc recalled that Barnum & Bailey 
in the season of 1884 introduced what 
they termed the "Royal Sacred White 
Elephant" to a much-interested and be- 
fuddled American public Adam Pore- 
paugh. was not going to be left in the 
rear, and as a matter of course he went 
the immortal Barnum a point or two 
better by introducing not only a "Sa- 
cred White Elephant," but also a num- 
erous collection of Si-amese priests and 
bejewelled attendants on his only and 
original "Sacred Siamese White Ele- 
phant." It cannot injure or offend the 
deceased showman to state that our 
friend "Tiny," direct from .Liverpool 
was pressed into service immediate- 
ly on his arrival in America, and con- 
verted into his "sacred" job-lots fom 
Siam. Several barrels of pink kalso- 
mine and a half dozen husky kalsomin- 
ers did the job in a single night, and 
poor "Tiny" was perforce compelled to 
look solemn and dignified for a season 
as the great and only rival to Barnum 
& Bailey's more or less sacred pachy- 
derm. 


When the sacred elephant gag had 


run its course old Forepaugh sent out 
a report fhat his Siamese importation 
had died during the winter, but as poor 
"Tiny" is still 
alive and fully as 


sprightly as ever, it is evident that old 
Adam simply got mixed in his dates— 
the "dyeing" had taken place merely 
one year previous to the announcement, 
via the kalsomine bucket and brush 
route. Be that as it may, "Tiny," who 
had developed into a very intelligent 
and teachable animal, was takeni in 
hand by a then well-known negro ele- 
phant trainer, "Eph" Thompson, who 
taught him the art of scientific boxing, 
and re-named him John L. Sullivan. It 
will be .recalled that the elephantine 
John L. Sullivan and the negro Thomp- 
son were for several years one of the 
features of Adam Forepaugh's circus, 
and more than an offset to Jumbo and 
other stellar features brought into be- 
ing during the same period by Barnum 
& Bailey. 


John ti. Sullivan, however, was"grow- 


ing larger and stronger all the time, and 
giood matured and playful as was his 
disposition, his blows became more and 
more dangerous to his sparring partner, 
Brother Thompson; so John L. Sul- 
livan in his turn, disappeared from the 
arena. For the past few years Othello 
the natural successor of "Tiny"' and 
John L-, has been a valuable trick ele- 
phant, first with the Forepaugh show 
and for the past three years with the 
consolidation of the Forepaugh & Sells 
Brothers' aggregation. He is now 22 
years old, of fine symmetrical growth, 
and aa.y>ui>t«»d the handsomest ele- 
phant In circus life.
